RUSBSIANS TO RECRUIT MONGOLS

Report Comes That Arsenal Has Been
Seized by Troops.

New York, April 1.—General Teeng

THOUSANDS LINE PAVEMENTS

Brush Aside Police and Guard
of Honor and Carry Sallors]
on Their Shounlders—City
Wild With Enthusiasm.

Odessa, April 1.—Expressing the feel-
ing of the whole Russian natlon, Odes-
sa today enthusiastically received the
survivers of the gunboat Korletz and

crulser Varlag. Russian steamer Mal-
aya, with survivors on board was sight
ed on the horizon this afternoon, a
fleet of steamers and yachts, loaded
with cheering passengers and bands
pinying national alrs, put out to greet
the returning sallors.

A paradé was formed and the sur-
vivors were surrounded by a guard of
honor and the march was taken up to
the city. The streets were decorated
with flags and bunting and there were
arches Inscribed, “To the heroes of
Chemulpo.”

Immense crowds thronged the pave-
ment, and m_:thudum reached such
'the police and cadets and the guard of
honor and raised some of the surviv-
ors on their shoulders while other were
selzed and kizeed. The mayor has an-
nounced that he has recelved from the
residents of Odessa and other eectlans
of Russia, money for distribution to
the survivors,
